Steiner's plan calls for: 45 feet 
for four lanes of automobile traf­ 
fic; 55 feet for four lanes of bus 
and truck traffic; 20 feet in center 
between the two roads, graded; 30

side of truck and automobile roads 
for ditches and 
roadbed protec­ 
tion; 
125 feet outside of the 30 
feet for ditches and landscaping;

The present plan would provide 
for 12 places of entry to the road: 
at Boston, between New York and 
Albany, between Buffalo and Pitts-
